field. Many universities, Government agencies, institutions 
and voluntary organisations have also been working in relat¬ 
ed fields of activity. It is necessary to coordinate and chan¬ 
nelise all these efforts, especially the activities of PRCs, to 
subserve the national goal of maximising the population 
control and family welfare efforts in the country. 

2. The Committee appointed by Government of India 
under the chairmanship of Prof. Moonis Raza to undertake 
a review of functions of PRCs, had, interalia, recommended 
establishment of an Apex Council for Population Research 
at the national level to coordinate the activities of PRCs in 
the country as a part of the overall effort to energise and 
recamp the PRCs. 

3. Accordingly, the Government of India have decided to 
establish the National Council of Population Research (NCPR) 
as a National Apex Level Committee with the following com¬ 
position and charter of responsibilities : 


4. The term of the Council shall be two years from the date 
of constitution and the Council shall be reconstituted after 
expiry of its term. 

5. On every reconstitution. Secretary (FW) would continue 
to be the chairman and Director IIPS the Member-Secretary 
and Director General. The representatives of PRCs and 
State Governments will be rotated. 

6. The Council shall meet once in six months. However, 
it may meet more frequently if the need arises. 

7. The Council may coopt and/or set up working 
groups/committees as and when required for specific purposes. 
The secretariat assistance to the council will be provided by 
the EPS, Bombay for which necessary financial support will 
be provided by the Ministry of Health & Family Welfare. 
The Secretariat will be located at HPS Bombay. The expen¬ 
ses for the Council shall be provided by the EPS, Bombay 
from its funds.

(d) To examine the research activities of PRCs, and pro¬ 
vide directions to their future activities keeping in view prio¬ 
rity areas relevant to population control and family, welfare 
programme in the country. 

(e) To examine the research findings, study their policy 
implications and suggest ways and means of utilising the 
information for policy formulations, programme implementa¬ 
tion* and evaluation of the programme results including publi¬ 
cation and dissemination of these findings. 

(f) To recommend measures for the development of research 
skills and training in research methodology for persons enga¬ 
ged or likely to be engaged in population and family welfare 
research. 

(g) To review the status of vital statistics in the country 
for assessment of impact of family planning programme; and 

(h) To develop Linkages between different research orga¬ 
nisations involved in activities relating to population and 
family welfare research. 


8. The Council will function under the aegis of Depart¬ 
ment of Family Welfare, Ministry of Health & Family Wel¬ 
fare. 

9. The non-officials members of the Council shall be paid 
TA and DA for attending the meetings of the Council as 
admissible to an officer of the Central Government of first 
grade. The TA and DA of non-official members would be mat 
from the funds of IIPS to be reimbursed by the Ministry of 
Health & F. W- 

10. The other members of the Council shall draw TA and 
DA as admissible to them from the same source from which 
they get their pay and allowances.

(ii) To consider problems relating to the production and 
marketing of jute and remunerative prices to jute 
growers and advise Government in these matters; 

(iii) To consider demands for different varieties of jute in 
the domestic as well as export markets and advises 
Government about necessary arrangements for meet¬ 
ing the said demands through suitable development 
programme accordingly; 

(iv) To consider the special needs of small and marginal 
fanner in respect of jute and mesta production and 
suggest suitable measures for meeting the same; 

(v) To facilitate coordination between Research and 
Development programmes relating to jute and mesta 
to advise about the needs for improvement in the 
quality and productivity of jute & mesta; and 

(vi) To advise Government on such other connected 
matters as may be considered necessary from time 
to time. 

3. The Council will have the powers to set up Standing 
Committee, Technical Committee and Ad hoc Committee to 
look into specific issues and to coopt members such as 
representative of Agricultural Universities and other special 
interests as and when necessary, for specific purposes.
